CHIEF OF RING IS

Millions Of Dollars In 
Booze 
Business 
Involved

NEW YORK, May 10.—A conspir­ 
acy nvoTving the implication of many 
million dollars worth of liquor was 
revealed today when United States 
District Attorney Buckner opened a 
sealed indictment returned last week. 
The aileged conspiracy centers in 
and around Port Chester, New York, 
near the Connecticut line. The accus­ 
ed, all of whom already are under 
hail, on previous charges involving 
prohibit on 
violations, 
are: 
Emil 
Worm ser, Irvin k Austin, Harry Law­ 
son, alias Harry Nelson, Edward Sie­ 
gel, Chris Berg, and Robert Olsen. 
The indictment, which officials said 
uncovers the ramifications of one of 
the most efficient organizations de­ 
tected in importing 
and 
smuggling 
liquors into the United States, con­ 
tains five counts. 
, Wormser, who formerly was legiti­ 
mately engaged in the liquor business, 
is represented to have been the guard­ 
ed central figure of the organization. 
So careful were the principals in the 
workings of the alleged conspirators, 
according to a statement issued at the 
federal attorney’s office, that only 
they knew who the underlings were. 
Wormser, an alien, who has lived 20 
years in the United States, was de­ 
scribed by government agents as a 
“millionaire 
fesdent 
of 
Riverside 
Drive.” 
His alleged activities consisted in 
buying and arranging abroad for the 
shipments of liquors, chartering fleets 
of motor boats when necessary to fa­ 
cilitate the work and arranging for 
the distribution of liquor after it was 
landed.

Some unfortu­ 
nately feel ftbat they mult contribute from a business 
standpoint and not from a sense of duty and prfde in the 
welfare of the city. The Daily gets tired of fighting for 
drivés too, solicitors tire of seeing their fellow business 
men on such missions, yet the work of the civic builder to 
never done. Every time a drive suceeds we are just that 
much nearer the city we hope some day to have. 
Which brings to the mind of the writer the condition 
of an Albany-Decatur institution which at present is on 
the back march, owing to a condition of finance. It is an 
institution which has created an enviable record in boys’ 
work, it is to he found in every religious activity in the 
cities, on every health program 
its name is entered. 
Should such an institution be allowed to die? 
Other cities are clamoring for such an organisation— 
Gadsden, Florence, other c ties are supporting the organ­ 
isation and getting the full benefit for their investment. 
The writer speaks of the Y. M. C. A. The last drive of 
the organization fell short, the result was seen with the 
curtailment of all expense, the institution is forced to 
step hack rather than forward.
